De­ 
v oid 
of 
clothes, 
arm s, 
p rov isions, 
p ow d er—ev ery thing, in fact, w hich is 
ap p arently v ital to the ex istence of an 
arm y ; continually beaten, m enaced by 
a confid ent, well equip p ed and d isci­ 
p lined enem y in ov erw helm ing force, 
and before whom they had been habit­ 
ually retreating, they w ere only held 
together by the ind om itable will and 
heroic resolution of one man, George 
W ashington.

d erstood tha t Sey m our, who w as Jones’ 
first lieutenant and would shortly be 
p rom oted to a cap taincy , would bring 
back the tran sp o rt if they w ere lucky 
enough to cap ture it. 
In case they 
w ere unsuccessful T albot w as to re­ 
p ort him self to the com m issioners a t 
P aris as m ilitary secretary until fur­ 
ther ord ers, and Sey m our w as to com ­ 
m and the R anger w hen Jones should 
get a better ship In France. 
The R anger w as a sm all sloop of 
w ar, a corv et of p erhap s 5 00 tons, 
w ith a raised p oop and a top gallant 
forecastle, built a t Portsm outh, N. H .; 
a new ship and one of the first of 
those built esp ecially for nav al p ur­ 
p oses. 
She w as originally intend ed 
for tw enty -six guns, but the num ber, 
through the wisd om of her cap tain, 
who had fathom ed the qualifications 
of the ship , had been red uced to eight­ 
een, four long tw elv es and the rest six 
p ound ers and sm aller, w ith one long 
eighteen forw ard . 
She had been some 
d ay s in com m ission, and the effect of 
Jones’ iron d iscip line w as alread y ap ­ 
p arent In the absence of confusion 
a» d in the cleanness and ord er of the 
ship .

COMPLICATIONS IN FAR EAST. 
Cap tain Hobson characterized tbe 
Russo-Jap anese war as one of strategy 
and dup licity on the p art of Russia 
and a life struggle for Jap an. 
He 
said that Jap an had one hundred fifty 
thousand soldiers ex p osed and de­ 
terminedly fighting to cap ture Port 
Arthur, where Russia had but twenty- 
five thousand men within its wails 
*and in the near vicinity. That Russia 
was holding that fort by her giant' 
war vessels. If Jap an had five less 
battle ship s than 
she p ossess she 
would lose control of the sea and the 
very life of her nation would-be in dang­ 
er. Russia would mortgage her coun­ 
try for a generation could she obtain 
therefore fifteen battle sbip s, so im­ 
p ortant have tbey become in mordern 
warfare. But Russia can obtain not 
one. You can not build a battleship 
of today in less than three years and 
yet in less than one week’s times a 
shore-line of any country on the globe 
may be attacked by a strong force of 
an enemy’s war vessels. 
During long years of p eace America 
must make p rep arations for war. In 
commerce we are annually sending out 
a $1,500,000.09 0 of p roducts, more than 
any other nation, and this must be 
p rotected by an adequate navy. 
We 
p roduce the food, clotbing and now 
tne 
manufacturing stap les of tbe 
world. Tbe only way to secure our 
righes and hold our markets abroad is 
by a sufficiently strong navy. 


RUSSIA WANTS CHINA. 
Cap tain Hobsou theorized on tbe 
dip lomatic movements 
of 
Russia, 
claiming that she ex p ected and indeed 
p rep ared the victories thus far of 
Jap an, and that Germany uniting 
with her in the p lan started the cry 
of the ‘‘yellow scourge5' which turned 
the symp athy of the world to Jap an 
at the start of the war. Russia kno ws 
that she will get 
Manchuria and 
thoroughly believes that the majority 
of China will be one of, her p ossessions. 
Even now in a round-a^out way from 
Germany rep orts are made of disturb­ 
ances arising in China, p roduced by 
the forces of Jap an. In this way Rus­ 
sia is winning over the confidence of 
the p eaceful nation. 
She ex p ects to invade China by way 
of Mongolia on the p retense of quiet­ 
ing these troubles and by this means 
obtain a foothold in £ hat territory, 
which she will never release. Russia, 
France and Germany will attem p t lo 
ap p ortion among themselves this vast 
emp ire, but the outlook is that Amer­ 
ica, England and Jap an will coatest 
this division in the greatest war of all 
time. 
America occup ies the p osition of a 
friend and the natural arbiter of tbe 
world. 
Give America naval sup re­ 
macy and America will stop war and 
reap benefits, commercially and indus­ 
trially, from the marts of tbe world 
greater in value than now ap p ear in 
the Individual records of any nation.
